The United States delegates 
were largely in the m ajority in this 
convention and they stood determ ined­ 
ly together in their opposition to Lady 
H enry Somerset and insisted that the 
w orld’s union should take no am bigu­ 
ous or uncertain stand on the question 
of morality. 
They would not listen 
to any compromise 
on 
the 
m atter. 
There was to be no code of m anners 
for India th at could 
not 
obtain 
in 
the United States. 
They insisted on 
passing a strong resolution touching 
this m atter and they were supported 
by most of the delegates from other 
countries. 
A 
series of resolutions 
em bodying th eir views 
was 
passed 
practically unanimously. 
These resolutions were also passed; 
A gainst the use of opium in its various 
forms, cocaine, chloral and any other 
habit-form ing drugs, 
and 
exhorting 
physicians to exercise great caution in 
prescribing narcotics; opposing the use 
of tobacco in any form, and especially 
pledging the W om an’s C hristian Tem­ 
perance Union to work

C haracteristic F lavors in C heese. 
"The production of the characteris­ 
tic flavors in the different varieties of 
1 cheese is, we believe,due to the sc ion 
of 
bacteria, but the fundamental 
change in the casein has now been 
fijuuj*n to be brought about by chemi­ 
cal changes dissociated from living 
organ ms. 
Previous 
investigators 
bt < 
c i ruinated the influences of these 
enzymes in their results because they 
have invariably relied upon heat to 
destroy the bacteria that previously 
existed in the milk used in their ex­ 
periments. 
In thus destroying these 
organisms they have also "killed” 
these ferments, 


YOUR CLERKS TELL 
WHAT YOU ARE LIKE 


Dairymen and farmers about the 
county are deeply interested in dis' 
coveries made in Madison during the 
last few weeks about the ripening of 
oheese. 
The discoveries were made 
by Dr. H. L. Bussell and Dr. S. M. 
Babcock of the Agricultural College 
and are said to be the most important 
pf the century. 
The value of the cheese product is 
dependent entirely on the manner is 
which the process of ripening is car­ 
ried out and yet the cause of this 
ripening is unknown 
Ever since the days of Abraham 
milk has teen curdled by rennet and 
made into cheese. 
The advances that have been made 
ainee have been these that have come 
as the result of pure 
experience. 
Within reeem years many attempts 
have been made by 
scientists 
to 
explain these phenomena. 
For years it haB been the universal 
opinion of scientists that the ripening 
of cheese was due to bacteria in the 
milk product, 
investigation for the 
most part has been to determine what 
kind of bacteria was the cense of the 
phenomena. Drs. Babcock and Bussell 
have discovered that the ripening is 
due to ferments in the milk product 
and not to bacteria. 
The Development of Ferments. 
Instead of relying upon kelt to de­ 
stroy all signs of organic life that ex­ 
isted in the milk, Drs. Babcock and 
BusseJl tried chemicals like ether and 
ohloroform, and much to their sur­ 
prise, they found that the milk itself 
without the help of any organisms 
whatever, had the power of undergo­ 
ing a series of changes that was prac 
tically the same as those that take 
plaee in the ripening of oheese. 
Fol­ 
lowing up this due they were soon 
able to demonstrate that this sponta­ 
neous digestion was due to the pres­ 
ence of ferments of a peculiar charac­ 
ter that were inherent in the milk it­ 
self. These ferments, known techni­ 
cally to scientists aa enzymes, are pe­ 
culiar substances os a purely unogan 
iced nature, but which at the same 
time possess characteristics that ally 
them closely to living things. 
What 
is 
Shown 
By Analysis 
A chemical analysis of oheese re­ 
veals the faet that the casein or green 
curd which is insoluble at first, is 
gradually converted in the soluble 
substances such as peptones. 
In this 
soluble condition the eonstituents of 
the cheese can be readily digested and 
its value aa food oonsis s largely in 
this change, which is alto accompan­ 
ied by the developement of peculiar 
flavors that are so characteristic of 
different kinds of cheese. 
No satis­ 
factory explanation 
has, however, 
been assigned for this series of chem 
leal transformations. 
A study of cheero from a bacterio­ 
logical point of view shows that is 
fairly teeming with such microseropic 
forms of life as bacteria. 
These in 
the main come from the milk itself, 
but even after the oheese is made 
they grow so luxuriantly that hun­ 
dreds upon hundreds of millions are 
found in every mouthful of food. 
The kinds that are most concerned in 
this growth are those that form sour 
milk, but the perplexing problem has 
been to reconcile the presence of this 
type of life with the breaking down 
of cheese, inasmuch aa the sour or 
latic acid organisms are unable to 
form soluble substances from Insoluble 
protelds. 
Progressive Action of the Discovery 


THEY ARE REPRESENTATIVES

The processes of digestion in the 
animal body as well as many of the 
phenomena that occur in the plant 
kingdom are controlled in the main 
by the action of these ferments. Most 
of these enzymes are able to do their 
"work” in the presence of anaesthet­ 
ics, while such substances almost im­ 
mediately inhibit the growth of bac­ 
teria- Thus by keeping milk under 
conditions where bacterial action was 
excluded, they were able to follow the 
changes that were solely due to the 
enzymes in the milk itself. 
A chemi­ 
cal analysis of such milks at different 
periods showed the same kind of de­ 
composition products as are ordinarily 
found in a well ripened cheese. 
More­ 
over these products gradually accu­ 
mulated in quantity snowing a pro­ 
gressive action of the ferment. 


Speaks o f th e D iscovery. 
Speaking of the new discovery Dr. 
Bussell said: 
"Discoveries ara of two sorts. There 
are those that are merely applications 
of some well-known principle, while 
others strike amah deeper and are dis­ 
coveries of 
principals themselves. 
Popular sentiment accords to the dis­ 
coverer of the first and immediate 
success if his discovery proves to be 
valuable by immediate application, 
but the finder of the principle too 
often remains unrecognized, because 
his discovery may not bear immediate 
fruit. 
W hat th e W orld O w es to P asteur. 
To Pasteur more than anyone else 
does the world owe a debt for his 
dassie researches on fermentation, 


O f G reat V alue to S cience 
"The discovery of these ferments I 
milk is itself a subject of considerable 
fcientific importance, but when con­ 
sidered in relation to cheese ripening, 
it has a practical bearing that en­ 
hances its theoretical value. 
The pe­ 
culiar ripening of filled oheese is in all 
probability due to the abstraction of 
the normal enzymes in the centrifuge 
slime and cream. 
The replacement of 
the butter fat does not restore these 
original 
milk enzymes, hence the 
course of the ripening changes is in­ 
terfered with, and we have in place of 
the normal curing, changes of a putre­ 
factive character that go on in filled 
cheese product.”
